WAUKDSHA, Wis., June 4.—Of the fatal- 
ities and great losses of life and property 
within the past 48 hours it is safe to Say 
that none is mourned more than, the tragic 
death of Ainsley Keene, which occurred at 
his little home on fast Park avenue. His 
loss of life in the simple manner was a 
great blow to his many friends and the 
cremation of the body in the fire which 
destroyed the stable and undertaking. es 
tablishment of Ray, Briggs & Co. only adds 
to the sorrow 

There was hardly a man or woman in 
Waukesha who did not know Ainsley J. 
Keene. In private life his name was James 
S. McGovern, but there were few who eyer 
knew it, and he was always known as not 
Mr. Keene, but plain Ainsley. 


He was about 60 years of age and had 
retired from the theatrical profession. He 
was unmarried and during his residence 
of about eight years in this city had al- 
ways lived alone, vith no other compan- 
ions than several dogs, to which he was 
reatly attached. For nearly two months 
gore living in 


had been the house at 
the corner of Past Park avenue and Cen- 
ter street, owned by Don McKay. Yester- 
day morning his body was disc overed in 4 
rain barrel at the side of the house, which 
had been set into the ground, 
he had fallen head foremost. 
A small son of a neighbor, C, F. Tolg, 
wandered into the yard yesterday morn- 
ing about 9 o'clock and saw a man's feet 
yrotruding from the barrel, Running back 
fo his home, the lad told his father of his 
discovery. Officers were notified and the 
body was removed and viewed by a jury, 
which adjourned until Wednesday.

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SCRAPE PIGS’ FEET 


Unpleasant but Profitable Work, and 
Bo the Girls Say That They 
Like It. 


KANSAS CITY, June 4.—While most of 
the “butcher girls,’ whose removal from 
the packing houses the Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen's Associd- 
tion is going to ask this summer, say the 
work they do is dirty, and that Michael 
Donnelly, president of the union, is right 
when he says it is not fit for a woman, 
still they say they don’t mind the blood 
and dirt and don’t believe it is half as de- 
basing as might be supposed. Several of 
the young women employed~in various de- 
partments where a knife is used talked to 
a reporter concerning their work and de 
Scribed in detail the work they were re- 
quired to do. 

“Scraping pigs’ fect is a pretty bum Job,” 
said one “butcher girl.” “You see, we 
make good money, but it’s dirty work and 
we earn all we get. The job ain't no cinch, 
but I don’t much mind it now. Two years 
ago, when I first began, I thought it tough, 
but sometimes I make $25 a week, and 
that’s good money. 

“Do you wear rubber boots s and a rub- 


ber apron?” was asked. 

“Yes, indeed,’’ she replied. “You see, 
after the pig is scalded lots of lttle hair 
remains on the skin. Now, we have to 
Clean that off. Thats scraping  pig’s 
feet. Three of us stand around a big 
trough of water, kept hot by a steam 
coil. In this is thrown the pigs’ feet. We 
reuch in, grab a foot in our left hand 
and scrap off the hair with a small knife 
held in our right hand. Then we singe 
the foot over a gas jet. 1 can work off 
ten of these feet in a minute. That's 
goin’ some. This ain’t no harder than 
doin’ somebody's washin’. When night 
comes I’m done and I know what I’m go- 
in’ to do tomorrow. Still, Mr. Donneily 
is right. It ain’t no job for a girl. That's 
a dead cinch.”’ 

“Oh, joy,’ gald another “butcher girl,” 
who trims meat in a sausage room, ‘we 
ain't got a bad job. Of course, we get 
blood on our hands and all that, but we 
don’t mind it. It ain't no worse than 
workin’ in a cigar store and ain't noth- 
ing to a laundry, where the air ain’t fit 
to breathe. You see, the girls in our 
gang trim. You know when a ham butch- 
er gets done there's lots of odds and ends 
of meat. We take this and trim the lean 
from the fat. The fat goes to make 
lard, the lean sausage. Yes, they used to 
use men for this work, but now they 
hire girls. I would rather be in the label 
gang, but we got to work where we can. 
I don’t mind the, blood now, I got used 
to it. At first I hated it, but 1 don't 
care now.” 

A negro woman who “picks’’ chickens 
leaned back and laughed long and loud 
when asked about her work. 

“Oh, pshaw,” she said. ‘‘Go away. Don’t 
bother me wid questions. I don’t mind 
pickin’ chickens. ‘ All we do is pull off the 
feathers. It ain't no dirtier than cookin’. 
If you cook a chicken you got to clean 
him. At the packin’ ouse they done 
freeze him inside, head and all. I don't 
let the talk about firin’ me bother me. I 
can find work some place else. But who- 
ever heard of a man pickin’ chickens?” 
And she laughed again. 

A “boss’’ of one of the gangs of ‘“‘butch- 

girls,"” when asked about the work, 

‘The trouble ain't here. It’s in 
While the girls here do some 
dirty work, it ain’t nothing Ike Chicago. 
There they're a lot of foreigners. In the 
sausage room after the strike last fall 
they began to put girls to work where the 
men had worked. This is regular butcher 
work. For some time the men have ob- 
jected to girls working in these places, bu: 
after they began to take up the regular 
men’s work the trouble began in earnest. 
It will take a big effort, I believe, to get 
the girls dropped. They are skillful, but 
maybe the butchers are right. They’ d bet- 
ter be at home.’ 


FARMERS CELEBRATE 
HARD-WON FIGHT 


Co-Operative Elevator Could Not Get 
a Switch Until Builders In- 
voked Compelling Law. 


GALVA, Io., June 4—A monster pienic 
celebrated the completion of the Farmers’ 
Union elevator at Galva. All Ida County 
joined in the merry-making. 

The company was formed by 8 farmers 
living near Galva, in March of 1903, with a 
capital stock of $25,000, for the purpose of 
carrying on a grain, lumber and coal busi- 
ness. Ground was secured from the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railroad Co. and a 
promise secured from the proper official for 
building of a sidetrack to the proposed 


elevator. 

An elevator with a capacity of 30,000 
bushels speedily materialized, but not so 
the sidetrack. The railroad company failed 
to show any inclination to carry out their 
part of the agreement, claiming that it 
would be impossible to switch cars afound 
so short a curve as would be necessary to 
reach the elevator building from the main 
track. The company also claimed that it 
would be necessary to build a bridge, cost- 
$1600, over a low piece of ground. 

The Galva people. employed a surveyor 
and took measurements of their own, 
demonstrating the feasibility of the sidc- 


track,

elevator at Galva was ready for business, 
grain was being hauled in from remote 
points of the county, some of it coming

Kentucky State Democratic Convention Promises to Be Full 
of Excitement Because of Strenuous Fights for Power, 


held in peace. But the Kentucky Demo- 
orate will not have it so. The chairman 
of the state central committee, Judge 
Allie W. Young of Mount Sterling, who 
was Mr. Beckham's campaign manager, 
when Mr. Beckham was elected governor, 
is at loggerheads with his chief on account 
of alleged personal ‘slight and has an- 
nounced his intention of taking possession 
of the convention, appointing 250 gser- 
geants-at-arms to control those who are in 
sympathy with the “regular” program. 

Allied with him, through stress of cir- 
cumstances, are Senator J. C. 8. Black- 
burn, who, fighting for political life, is 
against the young and talented Gov. Beck- 
ham, Senator James B. MoCreary, who 
scents danger to himself from the sume 
source, Congressman D. H. Smith and Con- 
gressman James N. Kehoe. Mr. Smith has 
been compelled to join forces with Mr. 
Blackburn, though fighting for the sena- 
torial nomination, as against Gov. Beck- 
ham, who is the most feared man, politic- 
ally, in the state. Mr. Kehoe is the can- 
didate of the anti-administration forces 
for the chairmanship of the state central 
aud executive committees. Of these men, 
but one, Judge Young, is an open sup- 
porter of Mr. Hearst, the others being 
actively opposed to him but unable to get 
into the Parker bandwagon, which has 
been captured by the Beckhamites, 

On the side of Gov. Beckham stand Henry 
Watterson, the brilllant editor of the 
Courier-Journal, the conservatives in the 
party and the rank and file of the office- 
holders in the party. 

In spite of the money spent and the unique 
campaign made by Mr. Hearst, his name ig 
not likely to be a figure in the convention,

Charged Them $3 for a Job and Sent 
Them to Davenport From 
St. Louis. 


‘NO WORK FOR THEM THERE 


Dependent on Charity in Iowa, They 
Want to Return to Wreak 
Vengeance. 


DAVENPORT, Io., June 4 ~The extent 
to which ignorant foreigners are victim- 
ized by their wiser brothers who prac 
tically exercise a padrone system over 
them, was shown when the authorities 
were compelled to sheiter and feed 3 Cro- 
atians who had been sent from St. Louis 
up the riveF on a wild go chase in 
search of work. They were Cr ang from 
southern Austria, swarthy and uncouth in 
appearance, unkempt of hair and young in 
years, speaking Bohemian, Polish, pigeon 
German and other Slavic tongues. 

They were brought here by the steamer 
6t. Paul, being piaced on board at Bt. 

and given lower deck passage here, 
where it was supposed they would be put 
to work on ,the interurban lines. 

The contingent was without money and 
without food. They were made the vic- 
tims of the odious padrone system. 

Bugene FPetersberger directed them to 
Sheriff McArthur who gave them shelter 
for the night in tne jall and served sup- 
per and’ breakfast to them. 

A reporter questioned geveral of the men 
who pointed out one of their number. 
He was interrogated and answered in 
English that sounded like a “‘pied’’ line. 

ide said that he and the 37 others had 
been working on the World’s Fair grounds 
at St. Louls and a few in railway con- 
struction work in Arkansas. 

“We are Austrians,’’ he managed to 
make the reporter understand, “irom Croa- 
tila, we Czeks, no Turk, ail Slavs. Man 
gay us dat railroads have plent’ work by 
Daveupurt. He tak’ $3 from each an’ buy 
ticket un’ put us on boat.”’ 

This man told the Croatians that 75 la- 
borers were wanted at Davenport on the 
roads. The 38 men were anxious to come, 
and he took $3 from each one for a ticket 
and before tno St. Paul had iectt he had 
herded ithe three dozen and two Slavs 
on board. Then he left them, and when 
the boat pulled out not even his agent 
on 
board. 

When they got here they found no work, 
and the whole 38 Croatians are now upon 
the hands of the Scott County authorities.

The authorities of Colorado College are 
considering the establishment of an ex- 
perimental station, for the practical ex- 
hibition of scientific irrigation, during 
the early fall, on a 16-acre tract of land, 
south of Colorado Springs, Colo. Ar- 
rangements will be made for the opera- 
tion of various kinds of trrigation ma- 
chinery, in order to permit of the study 
of their relative merits. The land will 
be donated by the owners, and the ap- 
paratus will be supplied by machinery 
firms, in order to help along the*exper!l- 
mental work. 

Recent experiments with the Colorado 
rubber plant show that it grows from 
the seed and can be transplanted; that 
it is greatly improved by cultivation, 
and that it can be a#rown successfully, 
in low as well as high altitudes.

Architectural Features of Noted Old 
Edifice Will Be Preserved in 
the Remodeling Process.

MONTGOMBERY, Ala., June 4.—Ground 
sacred to southerners is to be disturbed in 
the remodeling of the old State House in 
this city, which was the first capitol of the 
Southern Confederacy. It is expected that 
some time this summer everything will be 
arranged for the changes 

On the steps of this of building stood 
pie phen Davis when inaugurated the first 

y chief executive of a confederacy 
ag lost. Through its wide doors have 
passed many of the great eoutherr ‘men of 
the century and within its executive halls 
have been heard orators of more than na- 
tional reputation. 

The exact spot on which Mr. Davis stood 
when he took the oath of office is marked 
with a large brass star inscribed with the 
date and a few words to inform the vis- 
itor of its significance. 

For several years it has been manifest 
that the old building is too small for the 
service of a great state, which is growing 
more and more extensive in its business 
and importance. Finally the legislature 
determined to make additions and repairs 
in such measure as the requirements jus- 
tified. An appropriation of $150,000 was 
made, the money to be used as s00n as 
the condition of the treasury would jus- 
tify it. It is regarded that such time has 
arrived and plans will soon be made to be- 
gin work. 

The improvements will be under the di- 
rection of a commission composed of the 
governor, attorney-general, state auditor, 
secretary of state, the director of the de- 
partment of arc ‘hives and history. There 
seems an almost unanimous determination 
to leave undisturbed the old portion of the 


building, to so put on the addition that the 
general style of architecture will be pre- 


served. 


Some idea of the crowded condition of 
the present edifice may be lefirned when it 
is stated that the director of the department 
of archives and history has his office in 
the Senate chamber and must move out 
when the solons gather. One of the rooms 
on the third floor is called the Jefferson 
Davis room. It is arranged and fitted up 
just as he left his room in the city and with 
the saame furniture he used. lt has an ald 
posted bed, hanging near the door is his old 
umbrella and his boots on the floor, making 
a very realistic picture, and calling to the 
minds of those who knew him well many 
+ Pg characteristics of their beloved chief- 
tain. 

The state hause of Alabama located in 
Montgomery was built in 1846, the year 
after the capital was moved from Tusca- 
loosa. The ofticers finished moving in 15847. 
On Dec. 1, 169, this building was burned, 
and the present house constructed. in 1850. 
Jt remains just\as it was then, no changes 
having been mnrde in all these years. 

One thing now on the grounds, but not 
there when the present structure was built, 
is the large Confederate monument built by 
contributions from the people of the South 
and representing an outlay of $50,000. There 
is also on the front two pyramids of sheils, 
such as were used during the war, and an 
old mortar which was taken from a gun- 

boat shortly after the close of hostilities.

JAMES M. SEIBERT 
UNDER INDICTMENT 


The St. Louis Excise Commissioner 
Charged by the Grandjury 
With Conspiracy. 


The April grandjury returned into Judge 
Jesse McDonald's court yesterday an indict- 
ment against Excise Commissioner James M. 
Seibert and also indictments against seven 
steamboat captains and attaches, these lat- 
ter indictments growing out of the recent 
Post-Dispatch expose of flagrant gambling 
upon St. Louis excursion steamers. 

The Seibert indictment,recites that ‘‘on 
or about May & of the present year he did 
unlawfully, wilfully and corruptly conspire, 
combine and confederate with persons, 
whose names are unknown to the grand- 
jury, to hinder and to obstruct the due ad- 
ministration of the laws of the state of 
Missouri governing dramshops.”’ 

The specific charge against Seibert is that 
he supplemented and adapted to his own 
desires the laws governing dramshops. One 
of these cases Is alleged by the grandjury 
to be found in a set of rules recently Is- 
sued by the excise commissioner. In these 
rules it is stated that saloons must close 
between the hours of 1 and 7 o'clock on 
Sunday morning, whereas the law says the 
saloons s&all not be open during any part 
of Sunday. The grandjurv considers this 
an assumption of authority upon the part 
of the excise commissioner and a violation 
of section 3011. 

Objection is also taken to his rule in re- 
gard to music in saloons. Seibert ruled that 
there should be no music in the saloons 
after midnight. The grandjury points out 
that section 3018 of the state laws govern- 
ing dramshops prohibits music in the sa- 
joon at any hour. This rule is also consid- 
ered an assumption of authority and a vio- 
lation of law. 

The third objection attaches to Seibert = 
rule concerning pool, bowling. cards .and 
dice in saloons. The excise commissioner 
is alleged to have ruled that no minor un- 
der 18 years of age should be permitted to 
participate in any of these games of 
chance In saloons. The grandjury points 
out that section 3018 prohibits participa- 
tion in them by any person, irrespective of 
age, and says there shall be no gambling 
devices in saloons. 

The grandjury aiso reported to Judge 
McDonald a recommendation that the of- 
fice of state excise commissioner be made 
a salaried office if the intertest of the peo- 
pie. 

Excise Commissioner Seibert appeared at 
the Four Courts and gave a $500 bond, with 
his attorney, Morton Jourdan, as bonds- 
man. 

Mr. Seibert declined to talk of the indict- 
ment against him, referring questioners to 
his lawyer. Mr. Jourdan said they had 
nothing to say more than that Mr. Seibert 
would be acquitted of the charge.

WOMAN WAS MEMBER OF 
FIRST FLORODORA SEXTETTE 


He Was on His Way to Europe and 
His Wife Was Awaiting His Ar- 
rival at Pier Where They Were to 
Board Steamship. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 4.—Frank Thomas 
Young, a wealthy young turfman, known, 
here, in St. Louis and on the Pacific coast 
as ‘Cesar’ Young, was taken from a 
hansom cab today, dying from a pistol shot 
wound. 

In the hansom with him was Miss Anna 
Patterson, an actress, She was a member 
of the sextette in the first ‘‘Florodora’’ 
company that made a tour of the coun- 
try. 

The shooting occurred as Young was on 
his way to the American line pier at the 
foot of Fulton street. His wife had pre- 
ceded him to the pier, and was waiting 
there for him to join her. , 

Miss Patterson was immediately arrest- 
ed and, after a hearing before Coroner 
Brown in the afternoon, was sent to the 
Tombs without bail on suszicion that the 
had fired the shot that ki!led the -turf- 
man. 

She was prostrated and had to be carried 
from the entrace of the Tombs to a cell 
in the hospital ward of the prison, where 
she was placed under the care of the pris- 
on physician. About the shooting there is 
much mystery. The autopsy developed the 
fact that the bullet had entered the apex 
of the left shoulder at che collar bone and 
ranged downward in a line nearly parallel 
with the body. - According to the opinion 
of Dr. John J. White, house physician of 
the Hudson Street Hospital, it would have 
been virtually impossible for Young hiim- 
self to have fired the shot that ended his 
life. In this opinion, Coroner's Physician 
O’Hanlon concurred. He said that tho di- 
rection of the bullet was such as to make’ 
him suspect that Young did- not fire the 
pistol himself. 


Pistol Found in 
His Coat Pocket. 


The pistol was found in the right hand 
outside pocket of Young’s coat. Only the 
one chamber had been fired. 

Miss Patterson, in her statement to the 
police and coroner, said that sYoung had 
not removed the weapon from his pocket 
to put the bullet in his body, but that he 
had held the pistol gripped in his hand 
in his pocket, firing the shot through the 
pocket. 

The police made a careful examination of 
the dead man’s coat before it was turned 
over to the coroner. They found no pow- 
der burns im the pocket. from. which Miss 
Patterson contends that the shot was 
fired. 


Nor was there any evidence that the 
Shot had actually been fired from the 
pocket. On the shoulder, where the bullet 
entered, ‘the coat was powder-marked. The 
police say that this is strong evidence to 
show that the weapon was free when the 
shot was fired. 


Another link in the chain of evidence 
on which the prisoner was hela without 
bail was the fact that she sat on the 
left side of Young in the hansom dur- 
ing the ride downtown. To the police 
Miss Patterson admitted that she was 
seated on his left side, and Policeman 
Junior, who was the first to reach the 
cab after the shooting, corroborates 
that statement. 


Told Her He Was 
Going to Leave Her. 


Young was going to Europe with his 
wife, and, according to the statement of 
Miss Patterson, he had just . told her 
that he must leave her at the next cor- 
ner. 

“I am going abroad and the date of 
my return is very uncertain,” the actress 
says he told her. “The fact is, it is 
hardly likely that we shall ever see each 
other again,” she says he added. 

The next moment there was the loud 
report of a shot, followed by a series of 
screams coming from the hansom. 
Pedestrians were startled by the shot 
and screams, and one of°them called t6 
Policeman Juntor that some one had 
been shot in the hansom. He san after 
the hansom, overtaking it in® half a 
block and calling to the driver to stop. 
As he reached the cab Politeman Junior 
found Miss Patterson half fainting. 
Across her lap lay the body of Young. 
He was unconscious and breathing sten- 
torlously. 

“Hie has shot himself,’’ moaned Miss Pat- 
terson to the policeman. ‘I tried to stop 
him. but, could not.”’ 
Five minutes later the hansom reached 
the Hudson Street Hospital. His death fol- 
lowed in a few minutes. 

Miss Patterson was immediately taken in 
charge by the police.

manship.

After a gallop about the grounds Mr. 
Crawford reached the plaza St. Louis 
about the time the grand Pike parade was 
forming in another part of the grounds, 
and great crowds of people were thronged 
about the Loujlsianma monument waiting to 
witness it. Up and down Tranivverse avenue 
along the Grand Basin, directly in front 
of the Castades, the skilled horseman and 
his prize beauty gallopéd, cantered, trotted, 
single-footed, paced, racked, high schooled 
and parked, till the Pike. parade was quite 
forgotten by the spectators, and at last, to 
the ragtime music of a band somewhere 
away in the magnificent distance Pike- 
wam, the handsome animal did-a cake- 
walk that fairly took the audience by 
storm. 

Flushed and exultant at the plaudits 
received, the riger suddenly whirled and 
was away down St. Louis avenue be- 
tween the Grand Basin and the Blec- 
tricity building toward the Cascades, 
whieh came leaping and splashing down 
Art Hill. 

In an instant. two Jefferson guards, 
John B. Reneau and J. F. Guerdon, were 
at the horse’s bits commanding the rider 
to dismount and submit to arrest for 
trespass.

PEORIA, IIl., June 4.—An explosion which ] 
occurred in the ll-story warehouse of the 
Corning distilléry, the second largest in the 
world, at 4:20 o'clock this evening, com- 
pletely wrecked the building. The ruins im- 
mediately took fire and communicated to 
three adjoining buildings, which were 
burned to the ground. 

Ten men were buried beneath the ruins 
and burned to death. Six others were se- 
riously injured. 

Thirty thousand barrels of whisky were 
destroyed and 3000 cattle burnmed to death. 

The loss on buildings and whisky and 
spirits stored will approximate $1,000,000.

Third Horror in 
Same Plant in Year. 


With the fall of the big warehouse, the 
third catastrophe within less than a year 
overtook the distilling company. 

Two other explosions followed in rapid 
succession, but the cause cannot yet be 
determined. 

The immense plant was quickly surround- 
ed by thousands of persons who, however, 
were unable to get close to the structure 
on account of the intense heat. 

The warehouse, containing in the neigh- 

borhood of 30,000 barrels of whisky, was 
instantly a seething cauldron, and it was 
known that no one inside the big structure 
could live a moment. 
, The warehouse in crushing the smaller 
structure nearby set that on fire and the 
whisky from the bursting barrels flooded 
everything in that section.

One by 
one they came forward, some wrapped in 
bath robes, others dressed for the trip 
back to the city, and some in their track 
suits, with the fresh mud still caked on 
their limbs, and the President's daughter 
had a smile and a medal fo- each of them 

After the medals had’ been presented, 
Manager Connoliy of the winning New 
Yorkers stepped forward aml received the 
Olympic banner symbolic of the Olympic 
championship of the A. A. U. As he drew 
back into his place in the line he proposed 
“three cheers for Miss Roosevelt,” and 
the salute from the giadiators in the arena 
closed the final ceremony of the meet.

CROWD FIGHT nN 
SEE NEW YORK GAME 


NEW YORK, June 4—A sc®ne unprece- 
dented in the history of baseball was pre- 
sented this afternoon when thousands of 
men and women fought for admission to 
the Polo grounds after the limit of ca- 
pacity had been reached. ' 

Three ambulance calls were sent in be- 
cause of injuries received by persons in 
the tremendous crush. Ten thousand clam- 
Oring fans were barred out because there 
Was no room for them. Inside the grounds 
45,000, who had fought their way to the 
gates, found comfort for their bruises in 
the consciousness that they were not with 
the disappointed throng outside. 

While it was expected that there would 
be a great attendance to see the Cincin- 
nati team, nothing like the rush that hap- 
pened was anticipated. The police were 
simply overwhelmed. Gigantic cops were 
tossed about like peanuts in a roaster. 

Hundreds had formed in line at the gates 
at noon, although the game was not 
scheduled to begin until 3:30 o'clock. By 
1 o'clock they were coming at the rate of 
100 a minute; by 2:30 o’clock they were 
coming at the rate of 1000 a minute. rush- 
ing through the many gates lke a flood. 

The old bleachers far out in the left 
figld, that have not heen opened for 
many months, were made ready; they 
were filled In two minutes. 

At 3 o'clock it became necessary to 
close the gates. Any further inrush of 
the crowd would have left no room for 
the players. As it was, the dense

F In his forthcoming annual report the United States com- 
missioner of education presents an analysis of the names 
and biographical data in “Who's Who in America.” 

_ This book contains 14,443 names of men and women who 
have achieved something or have got credit for power of 
achievement. Counting those over 30 years of age, 7709 of 
the persons named have had college training, 1627 are high 
school graduates, 1066 had common schoo] advantages, 278 
were home-taught and 24 self-taught.

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WHAT IS THE IMPERIAL PROGRAM ? 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the Philippine 
libel case denies constitutional rights and guarantees to 
the people of those islands and. turns their government 
over to Congress, which has absolute power and arbi- 
trary autharity. 

Accepting this as a correct interpretation” of the law, a 
grave issue is at once raiséd, the gravest perhaps ever 
encountered by the American people since the secession 
of the southern states in 1860. 

If Congress has supreme power over the new depend- 
encies without constitutional limitation, how is that 
power to be exercised? Coincident in time with this de- 
cision comes the President’s declaration of overlordship 
and parental authority over the western hefnisphere. 
The policy avowed by the President is one ofgextremest 
imperialism, and the law as announced by fhe courts 
fixes the colonial establishment upon a basis of the same 
character. 

«What, then, is the program? 
right guaranteed to Americans in“ what is called the 
Bill of Rights amendments to the Filipinos? We are an 
imperial nation, and the subject peoples have no original 
rights. If the primary rights are granted, when, if ever, 
are they to have some of the privileges of American citi- 
zenship? Are they to continue in the condition of crown 
colonies without any measure of self-government, or will 
Congress set them up in governments of their own? 

Moreover, who shall say when the South Americans 
are not “decent?” What tribundl will be authorized to 
pass upon their debts and say what are legal and what 
fraudulent? Or. will this, in true imperial fashion, be 
left to the discretion, that is the caprice of the President? 

Presidential declaration and .Supreme Court decision 
are plain announcements of imperialism. But even im- 
perialism proceeds by order, what is that order to be? 
What is the Republican program? 

The mere asking of these questions exposes’ the hope- 
less contradiction:into which the jingo imperialists have 
led the country. It is a contradiction which can be 
solved only by a return to Amercan principles without 
reserve.

In the first place, throughout the’state there are some 
seven thousand state officials, and when election time comes | 
round every man of them is expected to be a file closer 
for the Democratio colurfns. The rest of the year there 
are those 7000 ‘‘spheres of influence,’’ as diplomats would 
call them, quietly looking out for their own jobs and the 
party machine. In a word, it {s a standing army always 
under orders, and the general staff is thé ring. 

This is the first driving wheel of the machine, The sec- 
ond is the control of the four million dollars and more 
which represent the costs of running the state government, 
due allowance being made for perquisites. . 

The third wheel is the complete domination by the 
state authorities over all public service corporations, This 
is a particularly useful wheel. 

The fourth is the control of 20 state boards and as many 
professions, trades and branches of industry over which the 
government has statutory supervision. 

These are all recognized parts of every well consructed 
machine, but down in Missouri they have added a new cog, 
wheel or two, thus making the others move more smoothly. 
Through his power to Sg police commissioners, the 
governor has absolute control over the police affairs in the 
great cities. The commissioners, who are his personal ap- 
pointees, determine on which side the power of the police 
shall be felt on election day, and they are not slow to 
show their zeal in the cause. In the rural districts this 
direct influence, though less violent, is still strongly felt. 

Even ‘this has not satisfied the ring. Each new power 
which they secure is simply laid as a stepping stone to the 
next. The police force once owned they started to control 
the liquor business. It was @ big job, but the method was 
simple enough for a child to understand. A state official 
was created with final and absolute power over the issue of

live mushrooms. In the ten years of its existence this office 
of state excise commissioner has justified its existence by | 
earning for its incumbents the aggregate. sum of $200,000.

THE REAL, DELEGATES AT THE CONVENTION

The men who really ‘‘run things” at national conventions 
grow constantly fewer in numbers. The average delegate, 
nomihally the direct representative of the voters of his 
party, is nowadays scarcely more of @ factor in the choice 
of candidates than the slowest-witted voter in his home 
ward. But for each dozen delegates in every national con- 
vention there is one practiéal politician, who wants a little 
something more than the honor. It Is this one man in 12, 
or thereabouts, who does the nominating. The ordinary del- 
egate 18 merely a red or black pawn in the game: After 
the loeal convention he is carted to the national convention 
and voted as he has been tagged. 

When the delegate reaches the convention city, he is 
called to a meeting of the delegates from his state. A 
chairman of the delegation and members of the convention 
committees are elected. Here is where the one-in-twelve 
element comes out strong. The ordinary dummy delegates 
get tickets and badges. ‘That's all. National conventions, 
under the apportionment of late years, have had a nominal 
voting strength, in round numbers, of from 1200 to 2000 del- 
egates. These figures are entirely deceptive. There is never 
a time in the proceedings of any convention when a vote 
cannot be had efither way on any proposition by the 150 
or 20 men who are running things. These are the leaders, 
who go as delegates-at-larga, the practical politiclans—the 
one-in-twelve file closers in the ranks. And the delegates 
whom they herd like sheep are the representatives of the 
voting millions.

Minister Assails Ministers Who Gives 


Ccriptures to Chinese 
Prince. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 4.—Rev. E. 
E. Norbert denounces the presentation of 
a Bible to Prince Pu Lun by a zealous 
minister. lie says: 


“What China needs is not the Bible, not 
the Christian belief, not the new England 
Sabbath. China needs to rekindle her na- 
tional life from the vital western civiliza- 
tion. China needs railroads. China needs 
the telegraph and telephone. China needs 
a& commercial awakening, and industrial 
and educational revolution. China needs to 
exalt womanhood and to know the perfect 
liberty of every man, woman and child. 
Before his departure Prince Pu Lun was 
given '} Bible. I hope the presentation was 
not obtrusive. Maybe in this instance mis- 
sionary zeal outstripped good judgment. 
I doubt if he has any use for the Bible. 
He has sacred books of his own. Along 
with this Bible let him have a copy of the 
American constitution. Let him have our 
best educational works. Let him know the 
crucial chapters in our history. Let him 
carry from our shores the ideal of. de- 
mocracy."’

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 4.—Miss C. War- 
nell Ferguson and Stuart Leathers went to 
Jeffersonville with friends. Being over the 
river on the famous Gretna Green they 
thought of marriage. In a few moments 
Miss Ferguson became Mrs. Leathers. 

O. W. Kaffenberger, one of the friends, 
greatly regrets his part in the affair, for 
he has been charged with perjury because 
he swore Miss Ferguson had been a resi- 
dent of Clark County, Indiana, for 30 days 
previous to the date of applying for the 
licerse. Prose@utor Mayfield said a war- 
rant would also be sworn out against 
Leathers for subornation of perjury, it be- 
ing through him that Kaffenberger made 
the affidavit. 


The requirement of the affidavit as to 
the residence of the bride in the county 
for 30 days prescribed by the Indiana 
lawS aS a necessary qualification, is en- 
forced as a result of a revolt of public 
sentiment against the loose methods for- 
merly in vogue in Jeffersonville. The 
statute Is not a new one, but its rigid en- 
forcement Was ordered by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Willlam Taylor of Indiana. As a re- 
sult of this.order a number of the “‘marry- 
ing squires’’ were put out of the business. 
Three of them, ames B. Pruitt, John 
Hause and Luther Warder, have died 
since that time.

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Younger Generation of Both Races

Fathers, Bishop Says. 


TUSKEGEE, Ala., June 4.—The most 
important feature of the commencement 
exercises at Booker T. Washington's In- 
stitute was the addgess of Bishop Galloway 
of the- Methodist Church. He said: 

‘Speaking here and elsewhere as_ the 
friend of the negro, I will not ¢onceal from 
you the fact that in my judgment this is 
the most critical period in the history of 
your people. The older persons of both 
races, with their pecullar and pathetic at- 
tachments, are fast passing away. Between 
the younger generations there are no such 
ties of sympathy, but rather, I fear, a 
growing estrangement. 

“And then there are others. who have 
pronounced education a discredited ex- 
periment—a demonstrated failure in the 
the elevation of the race. Thatinstead of 
being a potential agent in the redemption 
of a people, it has wrought them injury 
and threatens their ruin. A few have gone 
so far as to declare that education has in- 
creased immorality and crime. Now, all 
this I have publicly and emphaticalby chal- 
lenged, and I cail upon you, young peo- 
ole of this institution, by the purity of your 
living, and the fidelity of your service, to 
make good that challenge. Demonstrate 
the fact that the agency which has been 
all-powerful in the history of every other 
people shall not meet its first defeat at 
your hands. Answer these criticisms— 
many of them honest and sincere—not Dy 
harsh and defiant speech, but by the over- 
whelming argument of unassailable char- 
acter and unauestioned integrity, and un- 
challenged achievement.

CHICAGO, June 4.—Hundreds of young 
women in the near Chicago towns will go 
to the Louisiana Purchase Exposition on 
their own popularity and their good looks. 
The daily and weekly newspapers of the 
larger towns are the mediums through 
which a rare treat will furnished to 
many deserving girls. There is scarcely a 
town of any size within 100 miles of Chi- 
cago in which a publisher is not offering 
Yr more girls as the result of 
a voting contest carried on through his pa- 
per. 

In Indiana a single promoter has a score 
or more of these contests on hand. He 
goes to a city of reasonable size where 
there is a daiiy paper and proceeds to find

Havana’s Ghostly Cemetery.

It was in 1897 that I succeeded in shut-

feat of a shut-out regularly each season, 
and 1 have set the mark this year by 
my performance against the Athletic 
team.

“Win” Mercer, who was a teen and 
heady pitcher, worked for Detroit that 
day. This feat of mine in pitching a 15- 
inning game was equaled by Powell of 
St. Louis, who was a winner against lee 
of Washington. I tell you, it is a tough 
proposition to came out at the small end 
of a 1 to 1 extra-inning game. It is the 
winner who is always alluded to and 
goes down to fame; you hear very little 
about the loser. Now, the loser deserves 
a lot of credit; don’t you think sc?

He had splendid command, giving but two 
bases on balls in 15 innings, and retiring 
some of our best batsmen without a hit.

All 
that it will ask will be an amendment to 
the ptesent racing law, which will give the 

State which fosters racing, by permitting 
betting thereon, and prohibiting it on all 
other. forms of sport, the right to say 
who shall not race within its borders and 
under its laws. 

The Union Jockey Club will ask the state 
to see that horsemen against whom there 
is no mark of dishonesty or dishonor shall 
not be barred from racing their horses 
anywhere they please within its limits. 

It will particularly be the object of the 
Union Jockey Club to have a law put on 
the statute books making it mandatory 
upon racetrack owners and officials to ac- 
cept entries of all horsemen and horses 
if not barred off for fraud or violation of 
the rules, and making it especially plain 
that no horse owner shall be denied the 
privilege of racing because he chose his 
own place to race previously. 

The legislature will also be asked to ap- 
point a racing commission. The object of 
the commission will be to oversee and goOv- 
ern racing, to issue licenses to trainers, 


tracks. If the state can license racetracks, 
it is held, it can control racing dates. Be- 
sides this the state treasury will profit 
handsomely by this policy. 

In the eight years between 1895 and 1903 
Over $900,000 was contributed by the recing 
associations of New York for the benefit 
o* the agricultural societies of the state. 
The amount has steadily increased year by 
year. In 1895 the amount collected en ac- 
count of this racing tax was a little over 
$27,000, while last year the total amount col- 
lected was over $200,000.

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Industrial Productiveness of Three 
Hundred Thousand Men at a Stand- 
still and Estimated Loss in Wages

BUFFALO, N. Y¥., June 4—Por 36 days 
the tie-up of the mighty armies of the 
great freighters has continued at all the 
ports of the great.lgkes. The industria! 
productiveness of 800,000 men is checked, 
and the, money lost or tied up through thx 
stoppage of the lake-carrying trade, accord- 
ing to lake marine experts, approximates 
billions of dollars. 

The great coal strike, although of longer 
duration, was not so damaging aS the pend- 
ing struggie between the Lake Carriers’ As- 
sociation, which is the organization of th 
vessel-owners, and the Masters’ and Pilots 
Association. The conflict is not so much 
for higher wages, fur the captains and pi- 
lots are well puid, as it is a battle for the 
recoghition o the union asS the contract 
maker for the captains and pilots employ ed. 

The owners insist on making thelr con 
tracts with their masters and pilots, th: 
union insists that the contracts shall be 

made through the association. 

Chief among the wage questions is one 
insisted upon a iy the union that a full sea- 
son of nine months ghall be paid for, no 
matter how long in a season a vessel runs. 
The late report from Cleveland is that both 
the Lake Carriers and the union are pre- 
pared to battle all summer. 

The tie-up has not alone produced stag- 
nation of ‘the lake-carrying trade; but has 
seriously affected hundreds of other 
branches, and its ramification stretch to 
almost every state in the Union and even 
hurts the carrying trade from Asiatic 
ports. Business men say no strike in his- 
tory of the country has been so far-reach- 
ing in its damage. 

Ship captains, pilots, mates, grain shov- 
elers, ore handlers, lumber shovers, en- 
gineers, firemen, oil] and water dockmen 
and repair workers are not the only classes 
immediately affected. Commission houses 
at all the lake ports, Cleveland, Chicago, 
Detroit and Duluth, Saginaw, Toronto, Og- 
densburg, Port William and many other 
cities, ares heavy sufferers. Meat packers 
and butchers feel keenly the loss of patron- 
age. Ship chandlers, who ordinarily do a 
business ranging from $200 to $2000 a day 
are not turning a hand and would shut up 
shop except for the itinerant trade of tugs 
and wildcat boate. Canal men have plenty 
of time on their hands. In Buffalo 300 canal 
boats congest the canals and slips about 
the harbor. With no grain or lumber mov- 
oy. Peng can only wait a settlement of the 

When an effort is made to fix the losses 
of the vessel owners themselves the fig- 
utes become gigantic. A vessel owner 
said today the losses have run into mil- 
lions of dollars. Elevator losses along the 
lakes are tremendous, not only to the 
owners, but to the army of gmain shovelers 
who are idle. Coa] mines in the West’and 
Northwest are sufferers because the ra!l- 
roads cannot handle their output rapidly 
enough. With the lake boats staying in- 
active the coal ts piling up beyond ill 
capacity of docks and trestles, thus the 
miners are affected by the great ttobes 
and their losses must be figured tn. 

Millions of feet of lumber at the Tona- 
wandas and at all other ports are piling 
up awaiting shipment, and lumber-cutting 
in the northern forests is in a measure 
affected. 

One vessel owner says that the tie-up 
not onlp affects the railroads with lake 
oye ng engaged in transporting coal, 
Ore, grain, lumber and other commodities 
but is felt by the trans-oceanic lines. 
Freigift brought by the great Hill line of 
steamers from the Orient is delayed in 
reaching its destination at lake ports, 
To arrive at a close estimate of the total 
of losses is impossible. In the city of Puf- 
falo it is estimated that the lake mariners 
have lost $216,140 in wages since the tie-up 
began, and it is also estimated that the 
total loss of wages to employes on the 
great lakes has been $3,040,120. There are 
about 3000 masters of vessels on the lakes 
In the 36 days they have been idle the 
vessel owners have left in bank’ $550,000, 
which would have been paid over to the 
masters and much of it put in circulation 
if the vessels had begun to run when navi- 
gation opened.

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THE CAGE, 
By W. SEWARD WALLACE. 
,Head Keeper United States Government Bird Cage at World’s Fair. 
ISITORS who enter the World’s Fair grounds by the 
state gate discover, just beyond the main group of 
state buildings, a large structure of steel and wire 
netting, which at.once excites their curiosity. This 
is the United States\government bird cage, exhibited 
by the National Zoological Park. There are in re- 
ality two cages in one, for aevertical partition wall 
divides the cage lengthwise, separating the larger birds from the smaller, 
a distinct departure from the plans of previous ‘‘flying cages.’’ The 
cage is now rapidly filling up. 

Four large pools of water, two on each side, each pair connected by 
a rippling stream, afford water in plenty, and every possible arrange- 
ment for the comfort of the birds has been introduced. Among other 
innovations three straw shelters or shade houses, designed*by Mr. Blacl:- 
burn, head keeper of the National Zoological Park, have been installed. 
Each has three parts, one over the other, all being erected on posts set 
deep in the ground. Eight neat boxes have been placed in the trees, and

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Ten thousand volts has proved fatal so often in 
is day of high tension electrical service that the 
attempt to pass a million-volt current would seem 
he height of foolhardiness, the one making the 
experiment apparently courting instant death. 
~ Those who have witnessed an electrocution 
where a current of 5000 volts is employed, have 
flatly refused to witness another. .The smell of 
burning flesh and the appalling look on the face 
of the victim are too revolting to be seen more 
than once. 
If. Prof. Thomson’s views are correct, there wil! 
be no such scenes when he takes into his hands the 
‘terminal wires of the current. All that will hap- 


_ pen, he thinks, is that the flow of sparks will cease 
_and the current pass silently through his tissues

instead of noisily through the air. 


O PRODUCE the full brilliancy of the carbon filament 
in an incandescent lamp bulb, a current of 110 to 
120 volts is normally used. Imagine a current of 


_ suf sufficient voltage to edhe fa redhat 9000 such lights : and an adequate 


idea of the meaning of a million volts may be secured, It 
is this current that will pass through the body of one so 
devoted to science that he will make the experiment to 
prove that. what he has worked out in theory is possible 
in practice. 

The voltage of certain forms of the lightning flash have 
been estimated at from 100,000 to 5,000,000 volts and it is 
believed that flashes of the higher voltage are those re- 
sponsible for such curious phenomena as tearing off a 
man’s clothing and melting the coins in his pocket without 
injuring him beyond a shock to his nerves. On these and 
other similar observations Prof. Thomson bases his belief 
that a million-volt current is as harmless to the human 
body as light or sound waves which pass around it without 
damage. 

Courage such as that of Prof. Thomson, who risks his 
life to prove his theories true, is almost without parallel 
in human annals. Soldiers wilAvalk up to a cannon belch- 
ing flame and death at command of their superior officers, 
while sailors cheer as their ships enter a harbor sown with 
mines, actuated by a love of country, and martyrs have 
fearlessly confronted fierce lions and refused in the face of 
death to recant. , 

But here is a man with nothing to gain and no supreme 
ideas to uphold him, who is willing to hazard his life to 
prove that he has a correct theory in regard to high tension 
currents. He knows perfectly the effects of the ordinary 
power house current, but his faith is so great that he 
makes the test on himself. 


In the General Electric Co.’s display in the Electricity 
building at the Fair a static electricity machine is now be- 


‘ing installed which may change men’s ideas of the electric 


current. From the whirling glass plates of the machine 
will flow a current that at a moderate estimate is of the 
strength of 1,000,000 volts. 


Those who have never taken a shock from a Levden jar 
or who have seen an insulated person filled with electricity 
from a small Tepler Holtz machine and the sparks which 
they emit when touched by an uninsulated outsider will 
be chary about letting even the hem of their garments come 
in contact with any part of the machine which is generating 
this awful current. 

Their fears are well founded, and the spark that leaps 
across an air gap of six or eight feet is proof of the strength 
of the current. 

That spark is a miniature discharge of lightning and its 
power to jump from ore wire to another shows that the 
voltage must be something. enormous -to bridge over the 
gap, for air offers the nearest perfect resistance known to 
electrical science. 

Fatal accidents from live wires carrying 6600 volts are 
numerous enough to fill the average person with a whole- 
some fear of the effects of such a current.

He says not, and has frequently declared that his be- 
lief in the harmlessness of high tension currents was so 
strong that he would allow one of a million volts fo pass 
through his body. All he asked was that someone provide 
the current. 

The current is now ready and the apparatus has already 
been tested. It only remains for Prof. Thomson to make 
good his offer. Those who arranged the apparatus have no 
doubt that he will make the trial and prove to mankind 


——~that the higher the voltage of the current the less danger 


rent as that which leaps from wire to wire in the General 
Electric section. 
Is he then a madman who wished to take this current 


through his body, or is s it his 1 idea to immolate himself on 


there is if it come in contact with the human body. 

What the consequences of this experiment will be no one 
can predict. The electricity may flow around his body 
and envelop him with a spectacular light such as prdceeds 
from an Xray bulb. On the other hand, it may pass 
through his tissues and show no sign that it is passing 
except the cessation of the jumping sparks on the wires 
beside him. 

There is another possibility, and one that those who set 
up the apparatus do not like to consider. It is that at 
Prof. Thomson’s ‘Tirst touch of the wires a corpse may fall 
at their feet, that of the brilliant scientist who stood be- 
fore them only a moment before. Were not his reputation 
as a level-headed scientist fully known, he would be pre- 
vented from approaching the wires by a force of armed 
guards if necessary. 

His arguments against any possible fatality resulting 
from the experiments are founded on such good ground 
that the apparatus was constructed at a considerable ex- 
pense for this experiment. 

Those who cannot get their minds away from the com- 
mercial aspect of science ask what is the use in trying 
such a hazardous experiment, and what if the current does 
pass through the experimenter without harm, what prac- 
tical value will the experiment have? 


The atiswer is that no scientific experiment is without 
value. Herts’ experiments with electrical oscillations have 
given the wireless telegraph, although for a decade the 
waves and Hertz’ theory regarding them were without prac- 
tical result. From this experiment, if it prove successful, 
may arise some new application of electricity that will give 
a lasting impetus to the progress of mankind. Electric 
lights without wires have been a dfeam of the scientist for 
long, and through this experiment they may become pos- 
sible. 


Another result of this experiment will be the clearing up 
of popular beliefs regarding electricity. At present the 
public mind is imbued with the idea that a current of high 
voltage is most dangerous. This has been borne in upon 
them by loose statements of popular writers who fail to 
distinguish between volts and amperes. 

Prof. Thomson’s experiment is intended to show that a 
million volts can pass through the human body without 
effect other than a mild- tingling sensation, yet the same 
current passing through the air will make a noise like the 
firing of a shotgun. In this current only enough amperes 
will be used to make it perceptible, and when the current 
passes though the arms of Prof. Thomson only a fraction 
of an ampere will be left after the raising of the volts to 
such a high figure. In the calculations of the electrician. 
one volt multiplied by one ampere produces one watt. If 
200 watts are used at the start when the voltage is 100, two 
amperes would be available. Raise the voltage to a million 
or a billion—if the latter were possible—and the amperes 
become negligible. No matter what the voltage, the product 
of volts and amperes must give the same number of watts 
as were present at the start, for this machine does not 
creaté energy, nor’ does any other. 

By a simple calculation it will be found that the am- 
perage of the current which Prof. Thomson proposes to let 
pass through his body has only one five-thousandth of an 
ampere. This current is so small when the amperage alone

The 
federal, state and municipal governments of the 
United States have appropriated the money for 
the making of the Fair. This was done by the 
people’s representatives and the money was the 
people’s money. The people have also contrib- 
uted directly, and organized labor throughout 
the Union: has assisted financially and with 
co-operative effort. In testimony of this fact 
a local representative of organized labor is a 
member of the World’s Fair executive com- 
mittee. The Fair is a people’s enterprise, its 
benefits accruing to all the people. 

“It is our contention that poor children should 
especially be made to profit from the World's 
Fair. Newsboys and others of the working 
class cannot enjoy the same World’s .Fair ad- 
vantages as will the children of the public 
schools unless special effort is made in their 
behalf. These boys have, of course, been pupils 
of the public schools, but they have had to 
leave school as soon as they received a primary 
education and thereafter to devote themselves 
to bread-winning. There are many thousands 
of such children in the United States. We 
want to make it possible for them to come to 
the World's Fair and study its exhibits at a 
nominal cost. 

“If a headquarters in or close to the World’s 
Fair can be established for these boys, a place 
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problem will be solved. It is this object that 
is sought by the Young People’s Co-operative 
Association, and for which Mr. Bliss and others 
are working. The World’s Fair management 
should be more than willing to meet us half 
way. With a boys’ headquarters established at 
the World’s Fair the cost of lodging and food 
reduced to a minimum, the price of admission 
placed at, say 10 cents, thousands of poor boys 
could then come to the World’s Fair and gain 
its full educational benefits who must otherwise 
be denied this advantage. 

“We hope to reach an understanding with 
the World’s Fair management by which the 
newsboys shail enjoy this right. Their fellows 
in St. Louis have already begun the construction 
of a building at the World’s Fair, intended for 
headquarters, but there has been some misunder- 
standing as to the details of the plan. We are 
trying to come to an agreement: with thie 
World’s Fair management which shall enable us 
to proceed with the work. It may be that all 
the junior organizations and boys’ societies at- 
tending the World's Fair will use Festival Hail 
as their meeting place. But what we seek prin- 
cipally is to furnish a headquarters stopping 
place, with cheap food and lodging, together 
with a low price for admission to the World’s 
Fair, these being the\ vital requisites if the poor 
boys of this country, are to see the World's 
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Qn the junior World’s Fair committee, — of 
which Rey. F. Frederick Bliss is chairman, is 
Oscar Block, its secretary, a newsboy who sells 
the Post-Dispatch on the northwest corner of 
Sixth and Pine streets.

HE arrest in Chicago of 
Dr. Otoman Adusht

James Hogan, president of the Central Prod- 
uce Exchange, fasted times for fivg 
days. “I am a convert to Hanish’s philosophy.” 
said he. “I lost my health by overeating, and 
now I’ve got it back by frequent short fasts.”

HE wire rope is generally considered 
3 a modern invention, but a photo- 
graph in the possession of a St 
Lou's tirm shows that it is really a redis- 
covered lost art. The photograph is of a 
piece of bronze wire rope nearly fifteen 
feet long and about one inch in circumfer- 
ence, which has been brought to light oy 
excavations at Pompeii. The rope, which 
is now in the Musio Borbonico at Naples, 
consists of three strands laid spirally to- 
gether, each strand being made up of fif- 
teen wires twisted together, and its con- 
struction does not therefore differ greatiy 
from that of wire ropes made today.
